MALCONTENTS ARE SMALL 
MINORITY — LONDON PAPER 
CAN’T SEE WHY SOME HAR- 
VESTERS WANT TO GO BACK 
TO THE DOLE 
London, Sept. 11—(By Canadian 


Press Cable.)—Commenting editor- 
ially on the complaints made in Can- 
ada with regard to the movement of 
British harvesters and their treat- 

. ment in the Dominion, the Daily 
News says: 

“From the first these complaints 
of British harvesters in Canada, un- 
officially sponsored by two promin- 
ent labor members of parliament, 
seemed to lack reality. The malcon- 
tents were patently a small minor- 
ity. Their murmurings against their 
host, moreover, become merely 
grotesque when it is recalled that 
they quarrelled with wages of four 
and five dollars, rather more than 
six times as little unemployment in- 
surance at home to which they are 
returning. The two Labor members 
have now withdrawn their charges, 
but it is difficult to withdraw harm 
that unsubstantiated charges of this 
nature do the cause of unemploy- 
ment generally.” 

MacDonald’s Position 

London, Sept. 11—(C.P. Cable) — 
“Ramsay MacDonald is rather in a 
cleft stick about the treatment of 
imported harvesters in Canada,” de- 
clares the Evening Star, in a leading 
editorial. “As the guest of the Dom- 
inion government, he cannot criticize 
his hosts with good grace. He only 
refutes the charges at second hand, 
being careful to say he has not been 
able to investigate for himself.” 

The Star continues: 

“It is clear that Canada with a 
bumper harvest is prepared to bid 
fairly high for casual labor. It is 
probable, as we know from past ex- 
perience, that when the boom is over 
Canada will have very little use for

PSYCHOLOGY OF PEACE SEEN 
IN U. S..CANADA RELATIONS 
Washington, Sept. 11.—(Canad- 


ian Press)—Renunciation of war is 
symbolized by the Canadian-Ameri- 
can border, says the Washington 
Post, in an editorial commenting on 
Premier MacKenzie King’s speech 
at Geneva, 

“All the arguments for peace find 
support for all the objections to the 
world peace treaty are reduced to 
unconvincing postulates by the re- 
lations which have existed between 
the two countries for more than a 
hundred years. The old Rush-Bagot 
treaty has amply sufficed for the 
ends of amity. The international 
joint commission is the agency for 
the settlement of the ends at issue 
and it always finds support for its 
judgments.” 

The Post comments that the “most 
quickening thing” said by the Can- 
adian premier at Geneva was the 
conviction that the removal of the 
fear of wat had been the greatest 
factor in the development and pros- 
perity of the North American coun- 
tries and adds: 

“The growing world opposition to 
war cannot now lose sight of the 
advantages enjoyed by the neighbor 
countries of North America through 
the removal of fear of war. Cana- 
dian-American peace has been main- 
tained in the face of wars that have 
time and again altered the face of 
Europe. This is an old story to 
Americans and Canadians, but it had 
a strange sound to many representa- 
tives of the war-wearied states. The 
psychology of peace, which has been 
the basis of permanent good will be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
and which has conducted to their 
prosperity, can be- attained by all 
nations if they will make a habit of 
renouncing war. This will remove 
the fear of war and with fear elim- 
inated, armaments can be reduced 
and abolished.” 


REDS ARE BEATEN IN 
CONGRESS 


Toronto, Sept. 10.—Communism 
was rejected by the Trades and 
Labor Congress at the opening ses- 
sion of its forty-fourth annual con- 
vention here today after a lengthy 
and at times heated discussion. The 
question arose when the executive 
council protested the seating of 
Jack MacDonald, secretary of the 
Communist party of Canada. The 
protest was sustained by the con- 
gress by a vote of 200 to 21. 

MacDonald had been elected a 
delegate to the congress by the To- 
ronto district Trades and Labor 


council. He and his supporters 
denied that the congress had any 
constitutional right to unseat him, 
contending that their power extend- 
ed only to dealing with member- 
unions and not with individuals. The 
vote was recorded by roll-call, the 
first time in nine years that this 
procedure had been used. 

In introducing the question, E. W. 
O’Dell of Hamilton, head of the cre- 
dentials committee, charged that 
MacDonald had let support to dual 
unions and he had worked to pro- 
mote Canadian industrial unions in 
opposition to the international trade 
union movement of which the con- 
gress forms a part. 

Several speakers contended that it 
would be bad policy to exclude 
MacDonald because it would amount 
to suppression of free speech and a 
denial of democracy in the congress. 
Their views in the congress was that 
having been elected, he should be 
permitted to express his views and 
if necessary they could be condemn- 
ed. 
MacDonald, himself, was permitt- 
ed to speak “by courtesy” and de- 
clared that he was proud of his as- 
sociation with Communism. His 
views he admitted were not in har- 
mony with those of the executive, 
but he denied the allegation that he 
was seeking to destroy the trade 
union movement. He contended that 
or congress had no power to unseat 

im. 

“Apparently there are more Com- 
munists here than would like to 
avow themselves,” remarked C. V. 
Artel, of Montreal. “I admire Jack 
MacDonald because he says what he 
thinks. That is not true of some 
others here.” 

The Communists, he declared, 
were resorting to every possible 
means tg hold up business and to 
discredit and destroy the trade union 
movement. 


ALBERTA POOL ELEVATORS 
EARN MILLION DOLLARS 
The Alberta Pool Elevators an- 

nounced to-day the distribution of 
approximately one million dollars 
excess earnings from last year’s 
operations. This sum will be dis- 
tributed to Pool members who pat- 
ronized their own facilities and on 
the following basis:— 

2c per bushel for wheat shipped 
over the platform to Pool terminals. 

3%c per bushel on wheat special 
binned in Pool elevators. 

4c a bushel on wheat delivered to 
Pool elevators on the cash ticket 
basis. 

Cheques covering the distribution 
will be in the mail in the course of 
a week or ten days. 

This sum is available from excess 
earnings of the Pool elevator system, 
which included the operation of the 
country and terminal el€vators after 
6% interest had been provided for 
on Elevator Reserve deductions; the 
provision of 5% for depreciation; 
the payment of all operation ex- 
penses and the setting up of an 
allowance for certain contingencies. 

An idea of the benefit of the Pool 
elevator system may be obtained 
from the following figures:— 

Pool members who special binned 
their grain in Pool elevators paid 
2%c a bushel handling charges on 
delivery of their grain and will 
now have 3%c a bushel returned to 
them. 

Pool members who loaded grain 
over the loading platform and con- 
signed it to the Pool and its term- 
inals paid %c and will have 2c a 
bushel returned to them. 

Pool members who disposed of 
their grain by the cash ticket method 
paid an average of 4%4c per bushel 
and will have 4c returned to them, 
but they had the advantage of an 
immediate payment and of guar- 
anteed grades. 

During the present: crop year the 
directors of the Pool have arranged 
to pay farm storage of lc a bushel 
for wheat delivered after December 
15th, and an additional 1c a bushel 
for wheat delivered after January 
15th, in order that an inducement 
may be offered to members to hold 
their grain on their farms until the 
heavy rush is over. The idea is to 
permit Pool elevators to handle a 
larger volume of Pool grain, thus 
extending the benefit over a greater 
portion of the membership. It should 
be clearly understood that the max- 
imum amount payable for farm 
storage will be 2¢ a bushel.

Explanation and Comments 


exhortation To Unity, 1 Corinth- 
ians 1,10-13.—-Through members of 
the household of Chloe, Paul learned | 
that there were contentions among 
the members of the church at Corinth. | 
It has been inferred that Chloe was a | 
business woman of Ephesus who had | 
sent slaves to Corinth in the pur- | 
suance of her trade, and that on the | 
return of the latter they had brought | 
back this news to Paul, who was then 
at Ephesus. If they had belonged to 
Corinth, it is argued, Paul would 
hardly have exposed them to repris-| 
als by this disclosure in his letter, Af- 
ter his salutation and words of 
thanksgiving (verses 1-9), Paul takes 
up this report and appeals to his 
readers to be of one mind. “I be-| 
seech you, brethren, through the name | 
of our Lord Jesus,” he wrote—a name 
which should be a reminder to them | 
of their oneness as His disciples 
‘that ye all speak the same thing, 
that you agree in caling Christ your | 

Leader, “and that there be no divi- | 
sions among you.’ 

A sadly needed bit of counsel sal 
for our day! It is said that in one of 
the great cities of England a quarrel 
arose among the firemen, and at the} 
first fire which they were to fight in-| 
pstead of putting out the flames they | 
turned the hose on one another This | 
is a picture of what many Christian 
groups are doing today, The remeay 
is given by the Persian poet Sa’di: |

Or 
were ye baptized into the name of 
Paul?” he continues, By the crucifix- 
ion of Christ they were saved, by bap- 
tism they were dedicated to Christ's 
service; it Was inconceivable that they 
could put others on a level with! 
Christ. 

One may say, I am of Paul; an- 
other, Tam of Apollos; but let neither 
forget that both Paul and Apollos are 
disciples of Christ, and remember the 
words of Christ Himself: “I pray for 


them; that they all may be one, as 
thou, Father, art in Me, and I in 
Thee, that they may be one in us.”

Winnipeg.-Statements made at a 
colonization conference charging im- 
proper treatment of British harvest- 
ers at an immigration hall in Winni- 
peg, were declared false by Thomas 
Gelley, local immigration commis- 
sioner, 

Mr. Gelley denied the charge made 
by Thomas Johnston, Labor M.P. for 
Dundee, Scotland, that British har- 
vesters were kept in an underground 
cage,” guarded by police. 


“The immigration authorities have. 
not detained any British harvesters)! 


in any way, shape or form, since their 
coming to this country,” the commis- 
sioner said. 

At the Canadian National Rail- 
ways Immigration Hall, in the Union 
station, there is a grilled gate and 
policemen, two members of the Royal 
Mounted Police and one Winnipeg 
police officer, were stationed at the 
gate recently while arrangements 
were being made to ticket the 300 
British harvesters back to the old 
country.

Rush Serum To Winnipeg | Interested In Wheat Pool 


Aid For Sufferers From Infantile 
Paralysis Sent From East and 
West 

Winnipeg.—Children of two cities, 
Toronto and Edmonton, have come to 
the rescue of infantile paralysis suf- 
ferers in Manitoba. 

Serum, made from the blood of re- 
covered victims in the eastern and 
western cities, will be rushed to Win- 
nipeg to aid in checking the spread 
of the disease and hasten the recov- 
ery of its present victims here and 
at rural points. 

Aid from the two cities follows re- 


ties in Winnipeg. Numerous recov- 
ered victims in Winnipeg have al- 
ready given of their blood to make 
| the serum, but as a_ precautionary 
measure it was thought necessary to 
get a further supply from outside 
points. 

In Manitoba, chiefly tn the city of 
Winnipeg, there have been 116 cases 
of infantile paralysis, with thirteen 
deaths, since the first case was re-
